Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report on 
Irish Migratory Labourers in 1905. This Report does not deal 
with the wide class of free and floating labour which is common 
in some degree to all countries, but has special reference to the 
annual movement of a large number of agricultural workers from 
Connaught and parts of Ulster who find temporary employment, 
mainly as potato- diggers and harvesters, in England and Scotland, 
and who at the close of the season return for several months to 
their homes, chiefly in the West and North-west of Ireland. In 
the present Report consideration has been given to the following 
points : — 

I. The sources of information. 

II. The number of migratory labourers. 

III. The areas from which the migratory labourers are 

drawn. 

IV. The number of migratory labourers who are landholders 

and the size of the holdings — also the position of the 
non-landholding migratory labourers. 

V. The distribution of the migratory labourers in England 

and Scotland, the conditions of work and living, and 
the earnings and savings made. 
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I. The Sources of Information. 

There are three sources from which information is collected, 
In. the first place, 'an inquiry is made annually by the Con- 
stabulary at the homes of the migratory labourers. The value of 
this inquiry consists in the fact that a large amount of infor- 
mation is thereby obtained as to the particular townlands and 
unions from which the migratory labourers are chiefly drawn 
as to the number of such labourers who- have holdings, the size 
and condition of these holdings, and as to other similar points 
which can only be investigated by such local inquiry. 

Secondly, by the kind assistance of the Registrar-General, the 
Department receive a return (Table YIIa., p. 47) of the number 
of temporary emigrants leaving the principal Irish ports, except- 
ing Dublin, between the 1st of January and the 31st of August, 
during which months the migratory labourers are moving, in 
varying numbers, to England and Scotland. This return of 
temporary emigrants, however, includes not only the movement 
of the particular class of migratory labourers here considered, 
but the general ebb and flow at the ports of rural and to some 
extent urban labour. In the case of the port of Dublin, owing 
to the large numbers passing through this port, and to the 
extensive system of through-booking, an enumeration is attended 
with great difficulties, while, on the other hand, the railway 
companies are in a position to furnish the required information. 
Accordingly, through the courtesy of the authorities of the 
Midland Great Western and the Great Southern and Western 
Railways, returns (Table VTI., p. 48) are obtained of the number 
of migratory labourers booked to Dublin or via Dublin to 
England and Scotland. The returns thus obtained from the 
Registrar-General and the railway companies, taken in connection 
with special inquiries made at the steamship offices, afford the 
most reliable evidence as to the total number of migratory 
labourers leaving Ireland, and also as to the first stage of their 
distribution in England and Scotland. 

Thirdly, inquiries have been made during the past season in 
those districts of England and Scotland where Irish migratory 
labourers find their chief employment. Such inquiries throw 
further light on the distribution of the Irish labourers, but what 
is of more importance they afford direct information as to their 
occupation, conditions of life, earnings and savings. 
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II. — The Number of Migratory Labourers in 1905. 

On the evidence obtained from various sources it may be 
estimated that approximately 25,000 migratory labourers went 
to England and Scotland during the past season. Of these over 
20,000 went to England, while about 4,500 went to Scotland, 
some of whom, however, would find their way during the season 
into Northumberland. Only a small number of the class of 
migratory labourers under considei-ation found employment in 
Ireland. 

The number of migratory labourers booked to Dublin, or via 
Dublin to England and Scotland, amounted in 1905 to 17,288. 
From this total a small discount has to be made, as some 
migratory labourers make two journeys in the course of the 
season. 

In the ease of the other Irish ports so exact an estimate cannot 
be made. This is due to tho fact that the returns of the 
temporary emigrants collected by the Registrar General include 
not only the particular class of migratory labourer here referred 
to, but the general class of temporary emigrants. In the cases 
of certain ports, such as Greenore, Londonderry, and Westport, 
the temporary emigrants are -to a large extent migratory 
labourers, but in other cases, as Belfast, Wexford, or Cork, they 
belong much more to the general movement of labour. Hence 
the number of temporary emigrants leaving the ports other than 
Dublin is considerably less than the number of migratory 
labourers shown in Table VII., p. 46. Prom inquiries made, 
however, regarding the shipments from these ports it may be 
estimated that approximately 8,000 migratory labourers went 
from or passed through ports other than Dublin during 1905. 
This estimate includes a small number from Gola, Cruit 
Aranmoro, and other small ports, where no enumeration of 
temporary emigrants is made. 

It will be noticed that tlie estimated total of migratory 
labourers is thus considerably greater than the number locally 
enumerated by the Constabulary. But when it is remembered 
that the migratory labourers are leaving their homes, not merely 
in the weeks of June when the exodus is greatest, but during 
several months, it will be evident that, apart from the willingness 
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or unwillingness of people to give information as to the move- 
ments of themselves and those of their household, a local 
enumeration ■which can only be made once in the year, in 
connection with the collection of the Agricultural Statistics, will 
not afford an adequate measure of the number who migrate. 
A complete local enumeration of the movements of free labour 
is, indeed, only possible whore a somewhat irksome system of 
registration is involved. In the present case a sufficiently 
approximate estimate of the total number can be obtained from, 
the portal and railway returns. 

With regard to the change in the number of temporary 
migratory labourers who annually go to work in England and 
Scotland, the evidence from various sources shows a falling off 
of over 2,000 in the year 1905, as compared with the year 
1904. Of recent years, the number has been slowly decreasing. 
No systematic record of these harvest labourers was published 
before the year 1880, hut in connection with the Census of 1841 
an attempt was made to ascertain their number. During the 
summer of 1841 an enumeration of ‘deck’ passengers was carried 
out at the several ports, and showed a return of 57,051. Tt 
was also stated, however, that “ no inconsiderable number of 
harvest labourers embarked on board steam vessels which 
occasionally lie-to on the coast for the convenience of passengers 
in the summer season, and that of these no record could be 
obtained.”* The character of the enumeration carried out in 1841 
is different from that of the present day, but it is evident from 
the statement as to the counties from which these temporary 
emigrants came, as well as from the dates afforded in connection 
with the enumeration, that the large proportion of those 
then enumerated consisted of migratory labourers, and it was 
assumed by the Registrar-General, in estimating the savings 
of these labourers, that 40,000 might he taken as representing 
the number of those who returned from England and Scotland 
at the close of the season of 1841. Since 1880 an annual 
enumeration has been made of migratory labourers. In that 
year 22,900 migratory labourers were enumerated by the 
Constabulary, as compared with 14,830 in 1905. Similarly 
the numbers furnished by the railway companies and by the 
portal enumerators were considerably higher than those returned 
bj r them at the present time. In general, it may be said that

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regarding all tho sources of evidence tliere was a marked 
falling off in the numbers of Irish migratory labourers in the 
years from 1880 to 18.88, that between 1888 and 1901 the num- 
bers as shown by the Constabulary enumeration considerably 
increased, as did also in a less degree those furnished by the 
railways and by the enumerators at the ports, and that since 
1901 the numbers lmvo again been declining, the decrease being 
greater in the past year than in any of those immediately 
preceding. 

III. The Areas from which the Migratory Labourers 
are Drawn. 

The third point to be considered is the evidence as to the 
areas from which the migratory labourers are drawn. It is 
chiefly from the figures collected by the Constabulary enumera- 
tors at the homes of the migratory labourers that an idea can he 
obtained as to the particular districts from which the labourers 
come. It would appear that roughly three-fourths of the 
migratory labourers in 1905 were natives of the province of 
Connaught, and that of this number two-thirds came from the 
County of Mayo. As far back as the records of the harvest 
migratory labourers go. County Mayo has been the principal 
source of the migratory labourers. In Mayo the largest numbers 
migrate from the Poor Law Unions of Swinford, Westport, 
Castlebar, Claremorris, Ballina, and Belmullet. From none of 
the other counties of Connaught is the movement so wide- 
spread or so strongly marked. A very considerable number, 
however, come from Roscommon ; but of these 93 per cent, are 
from the Poor Law Union of Castlereagh. In County Sligo it 
is chiefly from the Poor Law Union of Tobercurry, and in 
County Galway, where the numbers are more distributed, from 
the Poor Law Unions of Glennamaddy, Tuam, and Mount- 
bellew, that the labourers are drawn. The numbers from Leitrim 
are small. 

Ulster is the only other province from which there is any 
large movement of harvest migratory labourers, and of these 
over 80 per cent, are Donegal men. The number of migratory 
labourers in Donegal is, however, much lower proportionately 
to the population of the county than in Mayo, and may be fairly 
compared to the migration from Roscommon. It may be noted, 
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in passing, that the number of migratory labourers enumerated 
in Donegal by the Constabulary in 1905 amounted to 2,364, 
the same number as in the preceding year, but while the totals 
happen to he the same, the numbers enumerated for the unions, 
from which these totals are made up, vary considerably in 1904 
and 1905. In Donegal the Poor Law Unions from which the 
majority of the migratory labourers come are Glenties, Duu- 
fanaghy, and Millford. In Ulster, outside Donegal, the largest 
number of migratory labourers is from County Armagh. From 
no counties in Leinster and Munster is there any considerable 
movement of harvest labourers to England or Scotland. 

As in previous reports, tables are included which show for 
each union, according to the enumeration by the Constabulary, 
the proportion of migratory labourers to the total population, 
and the proportion of male migratory labourers to the male 
population of twenty years of age and upwards. This latter 
table is of much interest, but in using it allowance must be 
made for two circumstances ; first, that the Constabulary returns 
cannot be regarded as affording a complete enumeration of the 
migratory labourers ; and second that many of the harvesters 
"wno migrate to England and Scotland are not twenty years of 
These two considerations, however, counteract, to some 
extent, one another ; and in consequence the comparison is more 
reliable than might at first be supposed. 


TV'. Migratory Labourers as Landholders. 

The results of the inquiries made by the Constabulary as to 
the number of migratory labourers who are landholders and the 
size of their holdings are shown on Table IV. (page 28). Of the 
migratory labourers from Connaught 2,599, or 23 per cent, were 
landholders, from Ulster, 404 or 14 per cent. As to the size 
(if the holdings, the number of labourers having holdings 
not exceeding o acres” was in Connaught 341, as against 2,258 
with holdings “exceeding 5 acres,” and in Ulster 106, as against 
298 with holdings “exceeding 5 acres.” Of the holdings in Ireland 
exceeding 5 acres which belong to migratory labourers, 88 per 
cent, are of a size not exceeding 20 acres. There are, however, 
cases m which holders of large tracts of land exceeding 100 acres 
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in extent make a living out of their earnings as migratory 
labourers— the land of suoli holders consisting almost entirely of 
what is classified in the Agricultural Statistics as ' barren 
mountain’ and ' waste.’ Thus it was found that on 24 holdings 
exceeding each 100 acres, of which the occupants were returned 
as migratory labourers, a total of 60 acres represented the amount 
cultivated for corn and root crops, while the area under hay 
amounted to 65 acres, the remainder consisting of poor pasture 
and of waste and barren mountain land. 

A table (V., page 29), has this year been inserted which affords 
information as to the position of certain migratory labourers who 
are not landholders. It will be seen, on comparison with 
Table IV., that to a very large extent the non-landholding migra- 
tory labourers consist of the sons and daughters of holders, and 
that they are returned as working when at home on their parents’ 
farms. 


V. — Distribution of the Migratory Labourers in England 
and Scotland, Conditions of Work and Living, 
Earnings and Savings. 

From the returns made by the Registrar-General and by the 
Railway and Shipping Companies it has been estimated that 
over 20,000 migratory labourers went to parts of England 
during the past season, and that about 4,500 went to Scotland 
for similar work in potato-digging, turnip-hoeing, and harvesting. 

The migratory labourers who go to England and Scotland form 
three groups. These are — 

(1) The Achill workers, both male and female, employed hy 

potato merchants and farmers in Scotland ; 

(2) The Donegal men who go to Scotland and Northumber- 

land as emergency workers and harvesters ; and 

(3) The Connaught men who go to England — chiefly to 

Cheshire, Lancashire, Durham, Yorkshire, and the 
shires of Lincoln, Cambridge, Huntingdon, Warwick, 
and Stafford. They are employed mainly in hoeing, 
harvesting, and in potato and turnip lifting, and the 
conditions of work and wages are on the whole 
similar to those in the case of the Donegal men in 
Scotland and Northumberland. 
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Inquiries have been made during the course of the past season 
with regard to the movements of the several groups, and also as 
to the conditions of work and the earnings realised. 

First, as regards the Achill workers, whoso number is esti- 
mated at between 1,500 and 1,0 00, the season 
Achill Workers, begins in the middle of Juno and closes in 
November. Although known in Scotland 
as Achill workers many come from other places on the West 
coast, especially Belmullet, and a smaller number from Aranmore 
and the islands in Donegal. Mon and women alike take part in 
the work, the women forming, if anything, the larger number. 
The men who come are in most cases either old men or lads of from 
sixteen to twenty-one years of age. 

The Achill workers are engaged for potato-lifting, and at the 
beginning of the season nearly all are employed in Ayrshire. 
Some of the potato merchants who engage squads of Achill 
labour for the season withdraw their workers by the middle of 
July, hut all are not gone until a month later. After the Ayr- 
shire early potato season is over they become more scattered. 
Most of them are sent into the eastern counties, hut the conditions 
of employment do not vary with the change of locality or the 
progress of the season. The usual rate of wages is 5s. for each 
pair of workers, one to fork the potatoes and the other to gather 
them ; while 3s. per clay is commonly paid to the man who empties 
the baskets of potatoes into the barrels. Others who prepare the 
barrels of potatoes for shipping earn from ISs. to 21s. a week, 
while the “gaffer” in charge receives from 26s. to 30s. The 

gaffer and the men who prepare the potatoes for shipping 
have their wages irrespective of weather, hut the ordinary hands 
are paid only for the time actually worked. One day a week, or 
rather less, is estimated to be a fair average for time lost on 
account of weather. The working day is ten hours, with intervals 
of ten minutes at each quarter-day, and half-an-liour for mid-day 
meal. Occasionally there may he overtime. Later in the season, 
if the potatoes are raised by a digging machine, the women are 
engaged in picking and the men in pitting. A few of the ordinary 
workers are employed in the winter in dressing potatoes out of the 
pits, and some of the farmers give employment to a number of the 
girls in the spring, from the middle of February, in connection 
with the planting and cultivating of the early potatoes. These 
girls receive from Is. 6cZ. to 2s. a day for their work, andjointhe 
diggers when the season commences in June. 
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With regard to accommodation, it is part of the contract between 
the merchant and the farmer that the latter should provide the 
merchants’ workers with a place in which to live as long as 
they are working on the farm. Thu merchants provide blankets 
and also fuel and light. The workers are allowed as many 
potatoes as they can use. The accommodation provided has 
improved during recent years, but it varies from farm to farm, 
and in some cases there is still room for considerable improve- 
ment. At the samo time, the Irish workers could often increase 
the comfort and health of their quarters by greater attention to 
keeping their accommodation clean and ventilated. 

Regarding the cost of living, the evidence obtained on this 
point varies considerably, but, while in cases where three or 
four share their meals the expenses may he as low as 4s. a week, 
the individual who looks after himself averages a considerably 
higher expenditure of from Os, to 7s. Even at this scale, however 
the weekly earnings leave a considerable margin, and, from the 
evidence of many of the worker's, in a good week they save from 
8s. to 10s. Eight pounds is a satisfactory clearance for the 
season of four and a half months, and out of these savings a 
certain amount of clothing is bought, and the cost of the steamer 
fare between Ireland and Glasgow, outward and return journey 
has to be paid. On their arrival at Glasgow, and thereafter until 
their departure, the expenses of travelling are defrayed by the 
merchants. Wages have risen slightly during recent years, and 
in the ease of one large agency of employers a system of bonus 
to the workers has been introduced. The Irish labour is at 
present indispensable to the early potato industry and 
general testimony is given as to the satisfactory character of the 
labourers. The number of Achill workers employed by some 
of the merchants is very large, and on certain farms in the busy 
time from 100 to 200 labourers may be seen at work raising 
potatoes. On one farm at which inquiry was made 104 graips, 
or pairs of workers, were engaged. 

The distinguishing features of the Achill workers are, that 
women as well as men engage in the work ; that the 
number of women, if anything, exceeds that of the men ; that 
there is more of the family group relationship amongst the 
workers ; that they are usually organised in squads and engaged 
for tile season by a merchant or an association, such as the 
Co-operative Wholesale ; and that they are relieved from the 
spells of unemployment, excepting weather, to which the Donegal. 
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and to a larger extent the Connaught labourers are exposed, 
The rate of paymont amongst the Acliill workers varies less than 
amongst the Donegal and Connaught workers, but the earnings 
are not so high, nor is the work on the wholo so heavy. 

The second group of migratory labourers is that of the Donegal 
men, including, however, a certain number 
Donegal Men. from other neighbouring counties. These 
men are engaged as harvesters and emer- 
gency workers, chiefly in the east of Scotland and in Northum- 
berland. As a rule their itinerary does not take them further 
south than North Northumberland. The counties in which most 
of the men are employed are the Lothians (Haddington, Edin- 
burgh, and Linlithgow), and Berwickshire ; others find their 
way north into Stirling, Perth, and Fife; hut wherever there 
is harvest or emergency work there they will go. The 
Donegal men begin to come to Scotland early in June, 
and many remain until a few weeks before Christmas. Some 
are employed on the same farms from June to December i 
others go from farm to farm in the hope of tailing in with busy 
times and higher wages. Turnip-singling, second hoeing of 
turnips, hay-making, corn-harvesting, potato-digging, mangel 
and turnip gathering, are the chief times of pressure, but between 
these events there are frequently dull weeks in which the farmers 
may keep on some of the workers at a low daily wage. Others 
however, prefer to take the chance of finding the farmers busy 
elsewhere, and consequently there is considerable migration. At 
the same time the Donegal men, having long frequented the 
districts in which they work, have a good idea of where employ- 
ment is likely to be found. Most of the work is done by the 
piece or on special wages. Turnip-singling and hoeing, potato- 
pitting, and pulling turnips or mangels, are usually done by the 
piece. Also when corn cannot bo cut with the machine it is 
often harvested on piece-work wages. The working day is ton 
hours, but on piece-work longer hours are frequently worked. 
Wages vary much more than amongst the Achill workers, and it 
is therefore difficult to generalise as to earnings. 4s. 6 d. is 
considered a fair day’s wage for turnip-singling, and 5s. for 
potato-pitting and turnip or mangel pulling. When on time 
wages the usual weekly pay is from 18s. to f 1, though in dull 
times wages will fall as low as 12s. In harvest rime the practice 
is to pay a wage for the harvest month, which works out com- 
monly from £1 to 24s. a week, together with a considerable 
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allowance of food and drink, viz., bread and cheese, with beer, or 
some other drinkable. When cutting, binding, and stacking 
corn by tho acre, is. to 5s. a day is a common earning. In many 
cases men stipulate that tho harvest wages shall be paid 
for a certain number of weeks which holds good whether 
the harvest lasts that time or not. In Berwickshire, Donegal 
men are employed, but not to tho same extent as in the Lotliians. 
In West Lothian they are not much needed after corn harvest. 

The accommodation in tho Lotliians compares favourably, as 
a rule, with that given elsewhere. Cottages are, in many cases, 
available for the use of the men. As regards the cost of living, the 
work being heavy and the hours often long, and also there 
being less of the family and group system, the outlay 
for food is distinctly higher than among the Achill workers. It 
varies, of course, with individuals, and also with the extent to 
which food is supplied free by the farmer, but from 7s. to 9s. 
per week may bo said to bo a fair average cost. Tho savings 
of the Donegal workers are not easy to estimate, as these 
depend necessarily on the regularity of employment, the wages 
received, and the disposition of the individual workers, but so 
far as can he estimated a good steady worker, with fair luck 
will save from £l 2 to £15 during the season of from five to six 
months. Some however make considerably greater savings. 
In 1905 it is stated that there has not been the same 
amount of employment for Irish labour. The turnip crop 
especially suffered from drought, which lessened employment^ 
while there was also a supply of local labour available, 
owing to general unemployment. It has likewise to be re- 
membered in considering the earnings of the Donegal men 
that in the between times of the hay and corn harvests 
and in the interval between the corn harvest and the raising of 
potatoes and turnips, there are often weeks in which low day 
wages have to be accepted. Tho number of those who leave 
Donegal and the neighbouring counties during the season for 
work in Scotland and tho North of England is estimated to 
approximate 11,000. 

The third and much the largest group is that of the Connaught 
men. They go to England, and are engaged 
Connaught Men. over a wide area of country, chiefly in South 
Northumberland, Durham, Lancashire and 
Cheshire, Yorkshire, South Lincoln, North Cambridge, North 
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East Huntingdon, Warwickshire, and Staffordshire. A number 
however, will be found also in Derbyshire and Lincolnshire, and 
small groups of Irishmen may be met with in other counties, for 
wherever there is emergency work to bo done for good wages 
Irishmen will go. On the larger farms the labourers begin to 
come as early as the middle of February, many not returning 
until a week or two before Christmas. The work for which they 
are required is similar to that done by the Donegal men in Scot- 
land. Some remain on the same farms during their stay ; most, 
however, migrate during the season to at least two or three places. 
Thus men are needed in the hay districts of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire for a few weeks in June and July. On the other 
hand, in South Lincolnshire and North Cambridgeshire many 
farmers employ Irish labourers only for com harvest. In 
Warwickshire, Staffordshire, and some parts of Lancashire the 
farmers employ them chiefly at potato-digging. Hence many 
Irishmen are employed regularly in Lancashire for haying, in 
Lincolnshire or North Cambridgeshire for corn-harvesting, and 
in Warwickshire or Staffordshire for potato-lifting. On the 
other hand, in South Lancashire, South Durham, some parts 
of Lincolnshire, Warwickshire, and Cheshire, men are often 
employed on the same farms from June — or earlier — to December 
and even later, and in many cases the same labourers return to 
the same farms year after year. 

As there is thus a wide area in which the Connaught 
labourers, are employed and as work and wages vary to some 
extent, a short review by counties and groups of counties will 
bring out more definitely the nature and range of work in which 
the harvesters, as they are called, are engaged and the earnings 
obtained. ° 

Beginning with the counties to which in the first instance 
most of the through-bookings from Con- 
Cheshlre. naught are made, viz., Cheshire and Lan- 
cashire : — There is in Cheshire a consider- 
able demand for Irish workers. Many are employed in raising 
eaily potatoes in June and July, and late potatoes in October and 
Novembei. In some cases, however, potato merchants engage 
squads of labour constantly from June to October as in Ayrshire, 
and draft them from farm to farm for potato raising as required, 
Othei men are employed in Cheshire as general farm hands, being 
en S a n e< 3 caiefly in hoeing, harvest work, and to some extent in 
milking and looking after the cattle. They begin to come as 
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early as March. Muir receive 16s. to 17s. a week time wages, 
with bread, beer, and cheese, and 10s. to £1 extra during harvest. 
Outlie other hand at potato-raising, when paid by the piece, long 
hours arc worked, and earnings of 5s. and upwards are common. 

As regards accommodation on many of the farms in South 
Lancashire and South Cheshire, special houses of two rooms 
have been built for the accommodation of the workers, and the 
provision made is on the whole good. 

In Lancashire there may be said to be three different sets of 
conditions ; first, those prevailing in the 
Lancashire. hay district of East Lancashire; second, 
those in the potato districts from the Ribble 
to the Mersey about Ormskirk ; and third, those in and about 
Manchester and Warrington, where the men are employed chiefly 
for general harvesting as well as for potato-lifting. The hay 
harvest in East Lancashire and in the West Riding of Yorkshire, 
where conditions are similar, lasts usually for about six weeks, 
though it is less on any one farm. Sometimes men are employed 
by the day ; generally they are engaged by the week, and in other 
cases, especially on the Yorkshire side, for the hay month, -whether 
three weeks or five. The wages vary from 24s. or 2os. a week, with 
a certain amount of food, to 27s., and often 30s. Men hired by the 
hay month receive about £5 10s. and food. Sleeping accommoda- 
tion is also given on the farms. 

In the Ormskirk potato district of Lancashire the greater 
number of the men are employed in lifting potatoes for about six 
weeks from the 1st of September. They make on an average by 
piece wages 5s. a day. Some come before September to work 
on the second earlies for a day wage of 3s. 

In South Lancashire Irishmen are employed at general farm 
and harvest work. A few come about the beginning of March, a 
larger number following for the hoeing and haying seasons, and 
the largest number at potato time. In harvest 25s. and upwards 
are often paid per week. At lifting potatoes on piece wages from 
Gs. to 8s. a day can bo made. Time wages around Manchester 
are high. 

The conditions prevailing in the West Riding of Yorkshire 
are similar to those in the hay district of 
East Yorkshire. Lancashire. On the other hand in East 
Yorkshire the Connaught men are employed 
in small numbers for haying and turnip-hoeing, while larger 

D 
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numbers are required for corn-harvesting and potato-lifting, a 
few remaining to pull mangels and turnips. The wages are 
similar to those paid in Lancashire— £5 to £6 for the harvest 
month. Piece work wages at potatoes or turnips average 
4s. 6 d. a day, and time wages 3s., or in dull times 2s. 6ci. 
From Lancashire and Yorkshire a large number of the migratory 
labourers move on to Lincoln and the adjacent counties. 

Lincoln, Cambridge, and Huntingdon form a second group of 
counties frequented by the migratory la- 
Lincoln, Cambridge and bourer. Northern Lincolnshire is not a very 
Huntingdon. good district for employment, as the corn 
harvest is gathered with self-binders. In 
South Lincolnshire, however, many are engaged for harvesting 
and potato-picking, and the piece wages earned in harvest in 
South Lincolnshire are as high as — if not higher than — those 
earned in any other parts of Great Britain. The Irishmen 
come througn to these districts after the hay season is over 
in Lancashire and Yorkshire, but work at good wages cannot 
always be secured at once. While waiting for harvest work they 
may succeed in getting day wages usually at about 2s. 6 d. per day. 
A certain number also find employment gathering mustard and 
turnip seed, especially about Spalding and Holbeck. In the Fen 
districts, where the machines can seldom be used, migratory 
labourers are employed in considerable numbers. The harvest 
lasts generally seven or eight weeks, and is over by tlie middle of 
September. The Irish workers are not so much needed during 
the potato season as during harvest, and many go north again 
to work at potatoes in Warwickshire, Staffordshire, and Lan- 
cashire. In Lincolnshire and the adjacent counties the workers 
usually get sleeping accommodation from the farmer, also 
potatoes, or in harvest time a certain amount of food and drink. 
But as a rule they are not given fuel. Frequ ently the foreman’s 
wife cooks for them, and receives a fee of Is. per week from each 
man. Living costs on an average from 7s. to Ss. a week. Some 
of the men, between the 1st August and the end of November, 
will clear £15. Several employers state that they bad men 
who cleared £10 for the seven or eight weeks of harvest work. 

Few go south of North Cambridge : men used to go to the 
districts about Ely or Cambridge, but the 
North Cambridge, self-binders have displaced this labour. The 
,. Irishmen are required in North Cambridge 

c ie y for harvest work. A few stay for pulling mangels. 
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Wages are good, and the men frequently make 6s. per day 
at potatoes, and about 4s. to 5s. per day at mangel or turnip 
pulling. "Living costs 8s. or 9s. per week and upwards. 

The conditions in North Huntingdonshire are similar to 
those in Cambridge and South Lincoln- 
North Huntingdonshire, shire, with the exception that there are 
as many men employed in potato time 

as in harvest. 

A third group of counties is that of Warwick and Stafford. 

Irishmen are employed in North Warwick- 
Warwickshire. shire for singling, hoeing, and general harvest. 

Some come as early as the middle of 
February; more about the end of April. Large numbers follow in 
September to lift potatoes and, later in the season, mangels and tur- 
nips. Most of those who come to North Warwickshire and South 
Staffordshire have been working elsewhere in England, chiefly 
in Lancashire, Lincolnshire, and Cambridgeshire. Others, how- 
ever, come early in the year and remain till shortly before 
Christmas. Working the season through they earn on an average 
from 18s. to £1 per week. Piece work wages are from 4s. to 5s. 
per day, except in potato time, when the earnings are higher. 
Irishmen do not go to farms in South Warwickshire in any great 
numbers, hut some come for the haying and harvest, and then 
move on to Staffordshire for potato-lifting. 

In Staffordshire, the part of the country to which Irishmen go in 
greatest numbers is the potato-growing 

South Staffordshire, district, for, as in North Warwickshire, the 
potatoes are lifted with a fork, and in 
these two counties as high wages are to be had at potato lilting 
as in any part of the country. Good workers will earn from 6s. 
to 8s. a day, and even higher. Many average £2 a week. 

The best paying route is commonly said to he Lancashire 
for haying, Lincolnshire and Cambridgeshire for. corn harvest, 
and Warwickshire or Staffordshire for potato lifting, and if a 
man has luck and saves he may take away over £20 for the 
five months. What eats into savings, however, is the fact that 
the harvest may he finished in Lincolnshire before the potatoes 
are ready in Warwickshire, and a fortnight of idle time may 
thus have to he spent. 
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Connaught men go north also to Durham and South Northum- 
berland. They are chiefly employed in 
Durham and South turnip-hoeing, haying, and harvesting. A 
Northumberland. few come earlier in the year for spring 
■work, especially in South Durham, and 
some stay till the turnips and mangels are raised. The wages 
for turnip-hoeing are by the piece, and the earnings are good. 
Men often make 7s. and 8s. a day, though this means twelve 
or thirteen hours’ work. Hay and corn harvest wages are 
usually by the week or month, and are similar to those paid 
in Lancashire and Yorkshire. 

From the foregoing account it will be seen that the wages 
earned by the Connaught men, like those of the Donegal men, are 
higher than the earnings of the Aehill workers. But the risks 
of unemployment are greater, the work heavier, and the hours 
often longer. 

As to the savings made and remitted or carried home to Ireland 
at the close of the season, only an estimate 
Total Earnings. can he formed. But regarding the wages 
earned by the various groups, the cost of 
living, and the expenditure incurred in journeyings and search 
for work, it seems probable that the savings of the migratory 
labourers remitted or brought back to Ireland amount to not 
less than £275,000.
